Information 
On Renter's 
Credit Given 

Qualified ren t e r s may 
claim a renter's credit on 
their 1975 State Income Tax, 
according to George R. Reil¬ 
ly, member of the State 
Board of Eq.ualization. 

Reilly said that renter’s 
eretlit ranges from $25 to 
S45, deix^nding on the indi¬ 
vidual’s adjusted gross in¬ 
come. The credit is "refund¬ 
able. If the rcTiter has no 
liability for State Income 
Tax, he may claim and re¬ 
ceive a refund in the amount 
of the credit. 

Reilly said, "Many people 
don’t know that they cjualify 
for the refund, and there¬ 
fore fail to file for it. For 
exam.ple, persons living in 
mobile homes which are sit¬ 
uated on rented land are en¬ 
titled to the renter’s I'efimd, 
I'/Ut are often unaware of it." 

Reilly explained that the 
1975 California Income Tax 
return form contains provi 
sion for detlueting the rent¬ 
er’s credit. Rf illy added tliat 
I'K'rson.s who missed filing 
for the 1974 renter’s credit 
may still do so by filing an 
amended 1974 State Income 
Tax return.

General Telephone 
Will Refiitid Nine 
Cents To Patrons 

Customers of Gene r a 1 
Telephone will receive a nine 
cent refund within the next 
t»0 days because of action 
taken recently by the Cali¬ 
fornia Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission. 

The $161,435 refund repre- 
.sents that portion of a $1,- 
000,2.56 refund ordered by 
the PUC in December, 1974, 
wliich the utility was unable 
to pass along to its cus¬ 
tomers, primarily because 
many had movexi and left no 
fordwarding address or had 
failed to cash refund checks. 

General had asked the 
PUC to apply $78,139 of tlm 
unretuncied money toward 
the c-ost of administering the 
lefiind program. 

The PUC said, however, 
that while the company dio 
incur exjx'nses in making 
the refunds, the expense "is 
projcerly chargeable to the 
;-toc'khold('r.s rathc'r tlian to 
the ratepayers.’’ 

The refunds represent a 
jiortion of tlie charges for 
intrastate long dis t a n e e 
c-alls, multi-mc'rsage unit 
calls, and redated federal ex¬ 
cise and local taxes IxMwrcn 
July 23, 1971, and August 8, 
1972, plus 7 per rent interest.

Taxes Make You Sick? 


It may be lilorally true when ix'oplc say, ‘'Taxes 
make mo sick.” 

At least eini>l()yees of tlie friinclii.se tax boi'.ir.ti uso 
more days of .sick leave thirn other .state employees year 
after yoiir, the annu.at report of the .state personnel boiirrl 
on sick leave usciige shows. 

The other iiroii of high competition for maximum u.se 
of the sick loiive benefit is in the employment develop¬ 
ment flepiirtment. 

Sick leave, generiilly, was given to employees to help 
them through sick periods .so they would not lo.se income. 
0\er the ytyars tlu* attitudes have chan.gecf so the em- 
ploycx- iittitude now prevails that the sick leave is a 
guariintee for idia.ys off in additkm to the vacations and 
hoiidiiys. In recnint years, the state hits even enacted legis¬ 
lation to let some employees take unausui'd sick leave at 
the time of letirement to gain an early retirement. 

U.se or iibuse of sick leave may be tin incficator of 
morale or working conditions, too. The 1,19.5 employees 
of the fish ainrl game department had the l(y\vest sick 
leav(‘ use in state employment, 3.3 diiys per (unployt'e 
in 197-1-7.5. 

Kmployee-s in tlie franchi.se ttix bf.'ia,r'i ust'd tin tivortige 
of 10.fi dtiys sick leave each in 1973-7-4 and 9.2 dtiys in 
1971-75. Calculating that at $40 a day, wheih probably 
is very low, it metins the sick leave co.st sttite taxptiyers 
oviu- ,$4(X) iier franchsie tax emfiloyee in 1973-74 .and .$31)8 
{K'r employei' in 1974-75. For the 1,.566 employees it meant 
a co.st of over ,$575,(XK) in 1974-75. 

In employment development, there are 7,.351 em¬ 
ployees and in both 1973-7-4 and 1974-75 they u.sihI .an 
ax'erage of 9.5 .'.lays sick leave each. StiLarie.s mtiy be 
slightly lower there, but again a $40 a day average 
salary piobtibly is not erroninnis. That means each em- 
l>loyie htid an .•a.dditional benefit of $380 and tlie entire 
dejxirtment budget used at least $2,793,380 iluring the 
year for sick leave. 

'Ihe .dx'partment of motor vehicles would appear to 
l)e another area which shauld be checktHi to .see if there 
are unusual ihiv.ilth hazards. There, 5,788 employiH's u.sed 
8.8 day.s sick leave etich in 1973-74 iind 9 days in 1974-75. 
That means theim were 416,730 man hours lost due to 
illness during the year. 

Stati.stics on sick letive would seem to defy some 
other concepts. The highway patrol, for example, is :in 
.■a.r(*a where there is considered to l>e high ri.sk and the 
danger of injuries whicli, could c;ius<' extensive use of 
sick leave. The highway pali-olmen used an average of 
6.6 days each in both ye.ar.s ''f the personnel boartrs ri'fX'rt. 

Anything over 7.5 dtiys per employee would bo con- 
siiicred high in most situation.-; and those am areas where 
stall' offici.'ils might look at the sick leave to .s<*e if theie 
is a imiblem of health hazard or if the bonefit is 
bi'ing abused.

.■\t this point, ri'iire.sentin.g the Uniti'd Organizations 
of Tiixpayers, I gave up the ghost. 1 had beim tliere since 
9 in tlie morning iirid tuid heard notliing from oitlier tlie 
S.ipi'ivisors or the witne.s.sts; exiv'pt old iiat .soap oix'ia 
stulf. The whole affair was a fartv, .and it is pretty 
tx'rtain, after Mie farcial liearings in June, the Ifoard will 
vide to rai.se tlii' tiixes again. 

Tile ro.asoii tti.xpayers shun these meetings is that 
they do not want to waste tlieir time and money listening 
to a buneh of public officials, wliose is to get on the 
baob tube, and a gaggle of spix-ial pleaders for more 
and more tax money.

"The expliviing proliferation in n-umbers, salaries 
and p< litical clout cf govennment employct's has •b'.'come 
untx-anilile, in ratio, to the rapidly shrinking numbers 
of taxpayers fi reed to pay more and more for less and 
le.s.s.

In this county, federal, state*, county 
and city employees li.ave gone up ten times as fa.st a.s 
tli:* ixipulalion. Postal workers and armed .services em¬ 
ployees are in addition. 

A.S these public sa.laries go up, so do their fringe Ix-iie- 
fits an.'.i pensions go up, and are nnieli higher titan such 
benefits for jndvatc employees. 

Vr,iur board has eitlier fongotlen, or elioscn tv) ignore, 
til,at the fundamental prineipli* of our government, at 
every level, is that it shall be limited. 5’our board has 
made a long .series cf “soft” dwisions, so we now have 
unlimited gut'.ernment and 'Uinlimited ttixation. Unless you 
have the capacity to eommenee making some '‘harti” do- 
eisien.s, where they really count, you will force the tax¬ 
payers to join a t;ix strike or go bankrupt. 

I noticx' that Supervisor Edelman is ab.sont from tliis 
bearing. He has not lK*(*n bore all day. I must .admit that 
he did not mi.ss a thing. 

I would suggest to you, l.hat the next budget hearing 
be held for the taxpayers. It should be a bearing wliero 
all pul)lic officials are barroti, ll pletiders for mone tax 
money lx* excluded and the supervisors should refrain 
from iiny comment ext'i'pt the asking of questions. If you 
will do that, you might be surprised at the Dinout."

Q, — I read in tho Wall 
Street Journal mat the New 
York Stock Exchange has 
come up with a new rule 
that circramvents the new 
socurties law which permits 
brokers to transact their 
business anywhere.
